Claims 13-14, 16-18, and 20-22 are now pending. Each of the pending claims defines an 
invention that is novel and unobvious over the cited art. Favorable consideration of this case is 
respectfully requested. 

Allowable Subject Matter: 

Claims 13 14, 20, and 21 are allowed over the art of record. The remaining claims have 
been deemed to be free of the prior art. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. S 112, 2 nd Paragraph:

"consisting of."
